tariff and the currency legislation, and 
in time he will be successful with the 
Panama canal and trust bills.

OHIO TO SPEND 


A VAST SUN 


FOR GOOD ROADS 


Fifteen million 
dollars 
will be 


spent for good roads in Ohio this 
year, according to the estimate of 
State Highway Commissioner Mark- 
er. 
Of this sum ?9,000,000 will be 


spent on contracts under the super- 
vision of the state highway depart- 
ment. 
The remaining 
$6,000,000 


will be spent directly by counties 
and townships. 


Before July 1st. it is expected that 


the total mileage of road construc- 
tion contracted for by the state de- 
partment will be 309.90 miles, the 
total cost of which will be $4,200,- 
000. 
Macadam will be the construc- 


tion material for 138.22 miles of 
improved roadway, brick for 93.34 
mile, and concrete tor 88.34 miles. 


"From now on the state will be 


letting 'contracts for the construc- 
tion of highways at the rate of a 
million dollars or more at each let- 
ting," said Highway-Commissioner 
Marker after ordering advertisements 
for bids for various highway pro- 
jects to be opened on June 16, the 
estimates on which aggregate nearly 
$1,000,000. 
j 


The June contracts will call for 


construction of fifty different improv- 
ed highways in 29 of the 88 counties 
of the state. The largest single con- 
tract is that calling for the paving 
of 16 62 miles of the old National 
pike with brick: in Belmont county, 
the estimated cost being $403,000. 


Inactivity of railroads in construe- 


;ion work is proving to be a boon 
to" the building of good roads b.y the 
state this year. Several big railroad 
ontracting- lirms are bidding on big 
road construction jobs. 
There are 


everal thousand idle railroad con- 
struction employes who wlil be gi^^h 
work soon after the contracts are let. 


That there is keen competitron for. 


he road contracts is indicated by 
he fact that the proposals thus far 
live been much lower than the high- 
way department's estimates for the 
work.

off logs and 
a heap 
of tops

The succeeding stop is a 


miniature sawmill, beside which are 
pijles of lumber, of slabs, and of saw- 
dust, all from the logs shown in the 
previous model. The 
next 
model 


sh,ows what becomes of the rough 
boards after they have been through 
the 
planing 
mill; 
the 
resultant 


material in several piles—oile of ed- 
gings and trimmings, one of shav- 
ings, and one of the planed boards 
Last comes a newly-finished dv, ell- 
ing house, around which are the odds 
and ends of the lumber left over 
from the building. 


What AVood Ts Wasted. 


"The relative amount of material 


used and wasted is indicated roughly 
inr these models, but is sliov, n ac- 
cording to actual scale in another 
part of the exposition in a series of 
diagrammatic charts.

standing tree is left in the stumps 
and tops, leaving 87 per cent to go 
to the sawmill.

original tree which finds itself finally 
in the finished dwelling is not more 
than 35 per cent. 


How Waste Is I'tilized. 


But all of the two-thirds need 


not be wasted. 
Some of it at least 


should go into by-products, accord- 
ing to the forest service which is 
studying such utilization. The bulk 
of the waste, such as tops, bark. 
slabs, and edgings, can be made into 
charcoal, turpentine, 
tannic 
acid. 


•wood alcohol, acetate of lime, ptilp- 
and paper, and even the sawdust is 
made into wood alcohol and 
grain 


alcohol, and used in different forms 
for fuel. 


Illustrations of this utilization of 


mill waste are shown at the exposi- 
tion in a series of wall cases. 
One 


case shows the use by a knife man- 
ufacturer of the dogwood waste of 
a maker of shuttle blocks 
Another 


case shows how the waste involved 
in making large school furniture is 
converted into scrubbing brush for 
a'brush factory. 
Other cases dis- 


play shoe lasts made from discarded 
tenpins, tne use of waste veneer 
cores--for mine rollers and for paper 
pulp stock, sawdust made into floor 
sweeping compounds, and dowels of 
•various sizes

Beside the main exhibition relat-

system ot roads, trails, bridges, fire 
lookout towers, and telephone lines, 
all built and maintained by the gov- 
ernment; by means of them the na- 
tional forests are
